CIRCULAR LETTER 


‘to the Churches composing the Ocmulgee Association, in ses- 
sion at the Church at Crooked Creek, Putnam County, Georgia, 
Beloved Brethren in Christ: At our last session, for some rea- 
son I was appointed to write the next circular letter. As I do not 
like to make excuses, will do the best I can. The Scriptures 
teach that there are diversities of gifts, preachers, deacons, evan- 
gelists, etc. I have felt since I united with the church that I pos- 
sessed no gift at all, preferring to be permitted just to have the 
fellowship of the brethren and take a back seat among them. 

We believe that our God is able to direct us in all things. So 
if we are thus directed this letter will be comforting to some one; 
if not, it will be worthless. 

The only thing that seems to impress my mind at this time 
is love. Paul says that by this “ye know that you have passed 
from death into life, because you love the brethren.”

NOTE 


We desire to go upon record as being opposed to the practice of 
some of holding weeks’ meetings and the use of instrumental 
music in their worship, who claim to be Primitive Baptists. These 
practices are not Primitive, but modern. The practice of hold- 
ing weeks’ meetings is the same spirit that caused the division in 
1832. For this reason we oppose such meetings. As to the instru- 
mental music in church worship, we do not believe it to be a Gos- 
pel ordinance, but we do believe that the singing of Psalms, hymns 
and spiritual songs vocally is a Gospel ordinance. 





6 MINUTES 
ARTICLES OF FAITH 


Ist. We believe in one true and living God, and that there are 
three persons in the Godhead, viz: The Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost. 

2nd. We believe the Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments 
are the word of God, and the only rule of faith and practice. 

3rd. We believe in the doctrine of eternal and particular elec- 
tion. 

4th. We believe in the doctrine of original sin. 

5th. We believe in the doctrine of man’s impotency to recover 
himself from the fallen estate he is in by nature, of his own free 
will and ability. 

6th. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God 
only by the imputed righteousness of Christ. 

7th. We believe that God’s elect shall be called, converted, and 
sanctified by the Holy Spirit. 

8th. We believe that the Saints shall persevere in grace, and 
shall never finally fall away. 

9th. We believe that baptism and the Lord’s Supper are ordi- 
nances of Jesus Christ, and that true believers are the only subjects 
of these ordinances, and that the true mode of baptism is by im- 
mersion. 

10th. We believe in the resurrection of the dead and a general 
judgment. 

llth. We believe that the punishment of the wicked is ever- 
lasting, and the joys of the righteous eternal. 

12th. We believe that ordained ministers, or such as have 
come under the imposition of hands by a regular authorized pres- 
bytery, only have the right to administer the ordinances. 

13th. We believe that the singing of Psalms, hymns and spir- 
itual songs vocally is an ordinance of the Gospel, to be per- 
formed by believers.
